chief Commander of all Terreſtrial Things. Now 
to progure a large quantity of the Sovereign Coin,

It was an Antient 
Conſtitution, that when any one was to be pro- 
moted to a Biſhoprick, he was to make a formal 
Surrender of the ſame, and — to refuſe it. 
Now I made this, Interpretation of that old Cuf. 
tom; when any. Perſon came to me on that Account, 
I cold him he muſt firſt make an actual Reſigna- 
tion of a Biſhoprick; but none can be ſaid to re. 
ſign what he never was in Poſſeſſion of; therefore 
he muſt firſt Purchaſe, chat he may with Propriety 
of Speech be ſaid to lay it down. And this I juſti- 
fied to be ſufficiently Legal, and far from being Si. 
moniacal; for it was return'd to him freely withour 
Pricey after the ceremonious Surrender of his Pure 
chaſe: By this ſubtile Device, I made Six or Seven 
Thouſand Ducats of every Biſhoprick, beſides cuſto. 
mary Fees for their Inſtruments, which I ſkrew'd up 
pretty high. Beſides all this, I raisd no ſmall Sum 
from a new Coin, with which 1 furniſhd all Tray. 
In a Word, I made it my only Buſineſs to heap up 
Riches, being well appriz'd of their Univerſal 
Power, and that no Affairs either of Church or 
State cou'd go on proſperouſly without them. Bur 
to proceed, I ſhall now give you a {mall Sketch of 
my more important Exploits. I reſtor d Bononia, 
which had been poſſeſt by the Bentivoli, to the Papa. 
cy; I routed the Yenetians at Sea, who till that Time 
had been invincibla; I had well nigh brought the 
Duke of Ferrara into my Tolls, after his having 
been long harraſs'd with a vexatious War, I luckily 
ſhifred off a damn'd Schiſmatical Conventicle that 
was deſign'd againſt me, by another Sham Council 
of mine, conven'd in oppoſition to them; ſo that 
according to the old Proverb, I made one Nail drive 
out another.

I vow, Petey, I had always a noble undaunted Sp's 
rit, 1 fear d neither God nor Man, nor was I ever 
dejected in my Life-rime above once: and once in. 
deed my Courage was ſomewhat caſt down, my Af. 
fairs being brought to a confounded low Ebb, fo 
that I began to be in a deſponding Condition; when 
Io! a Heavenly Courier brought me Intelligence of 
ſeveral Thoufands of the French kill'd at Ravenna. 
This reviv'd old Julius i faith, inſomuch that 
for Joy I was reſoly'd to appear young again, by 
mowing off a fwinging Hoary Beard, which I had 
nurs d up for a pretended ſhew of Gravity. In a 
Word, what with my roaring Leonine Power, and 
what with my Serpentine Wiles, I playd my Parr 
incomparably; embroiling all the Chriſtian World 
* Wars; breaking, fruſtrating, diſuniting all their 
1 Confederacies, and Alliances, tho' never ſo 
clotely and ſacredly contracted. And to crown all 
my Adventures, tho* I kept up a prodigious Stand. 
mg Armament, exhibited a great many triumphal, 
—— Pageants, was at the ſole Charge of ſe- 
veral glorious Theatrical Diverſions, built ſo many 
ſplendid Edifices, yet I died worth Fifty Hundred 
Thouſand Pound. I am poſitive I ſhould have done 
greater Miracles, if that circumcis d Diſciple of Hip. 
crates, my Phyſician, who kept me alive a conſider. 
able Time purely by Art, could poſſibly have ſpun 
out my Thread any longer. It would be an eternal 
Satisfaction to me, if een now, the Devil or ſome 
of his Agents con'd by Art Magick help me to one 
turn more upon Earth, whereby I might have an 
Opportunity of giving the finiſhing Stroke to my 
Divine Undertakings. As far as lay in my Power, 
on my Death-bed, I cook all poſſible Care and Pre-

For I had a hagged Phiz : Nor was Learning- any of 
my Talents, foraſmuch as I had always an Averſioa 
to Books; nor was Strength of Body a Perfection 
belonging to me, becauſe Tas I have already hinted,) 
my Enllieution was miſerably broken with Pox 
and other Diſtempers; nor had I the Benefit of 
Youth, being an old Fellow when I began to riſe ; 
neither was my . proſperous Gale owing to the Air. 
of Popularity, Bee every Body hated me as the 
Devil. And laſtly, it could not poſſibly be ſaid, 
that I inſinuated myſelf into the Affections of Peo- 
ple, by the 8 and Sweetneſs of my Tem- 
per, when tis well known I was as implacable and 
cruel as a Tyger robd of her Whelps towards 
moſt People, but eſpecially towards thoſe who 
were moſt my Benefactors; confirming the old
